GATION OF A ONCE GREAT 
NATION APPEARS TO BE AC- 
COMPLISHED BY NEW FAC- 
TORS WHICH HAVE ENTERED 
INTO THIS SUBJUGATION.” 

Meanwhile Colonel Frank 
Knox, Secretary of Navy, inter- 
viewed at Newport, Rhode Island, 
yesterday, declared: “The most 
dramatic development of the past 
24 hours was the turnover of the 
existing French Government of 
Vichy towards Germany.” 

The Vichy Government, he said, 
was 'n the clutches of the Ger- 
mans and robbed of the direction 
of its own affairs, 

“IT IS IN A HITLER SQUEEZE 
AND IS PAYING THE PENALTY 
OF BEING VANQUISHED IN 
THE WAR,” HE ADDED. 

Colonel Knox expressed the 
opinion that Rudolf Hess was sane 
but under the impression _ that 
someone had the finger on him 
and that he was “two jumps ahead 
of the gunman.”

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HITLER'S JIHAD 


Within a few days of 
the fall of Athens war had 
begun in a still older 
cradle of civilisation. The 
first shots in this war 
were fired when Iraqi 
artillery in the historic 
valley of the Euphrates 
opened fire on the British 
alr hase at Habbaniyah. 
The government that took 
this action is a pro-Axis 
government which seized 
power some six weeks ago 
by a coup d'etat. It is 
acting now as a creature 
of the Axis. The Berlin 
radio has been busy 
ever since broadcasting 
news of efforts to enlist 
the support of all the 
Arab peoples in a “jihad,” 
or holy war, against the 
British in the Near East. 
Two military and air mis- 
sions, Italian and Ger- 
man, have arrived in 
Baghdad with the con- 
nivance of Vichy’s repre- 
sentative in Syria, where 
air bases have been plac- 
ed at German disposal. A 
new battle is beginning 
for tremendous stakes. 
This first phase of a fresh 
German drive for power 
is aimed at the oil fields 
of Mosul, at the gates ol 
India, at the geographical 
heart of the whole British 
Empire.
